Students jumping 
for health funds

Strong participation by Ro¬ 
mulus students at four elemen¬ 
tary schools helped them 
surpass an $8,000 goal during 
the recent “Jump Rope for 
Heart” competition, Physical 
Education Instructor Sheila 
Stasak revealed Monday. 

The jump exercises were 
scheduled by the American 
Heart Association in an effort 
to aid students’ vision of 
health as well as to raise funds 
to help the American Heart 
Association.

$10,000 in pledges ($2,000 more 
than expected), Stasak said. 
She was assisted by physical 
education teachers: Bill Baum 
(Halecreek), Pat McCollum 
(Merriman) and Gayle Mill- 
spaugh (Cory). 

The students are now col¬ 
lecting their pledges from fam- 
ily and friends. Parental 
volunteers provided the en¬ 
couragement and refresh¬ 
ments during the activity, 
Stasak said. 

Based on the success of this 
year’s program, Stasak re¬ 
vealed plans are already un¬ 
derway for a similar effort in 
1999. 


The recent Michigan Su¬ 
preme Court ruling to deny En¬ 
vironmental Disposal System’s 
application for leave of appeal 
of an earlier decision by the 
city’s Zoning Board of Appeal 
only “closes one avenue (for 
EDS), but does not end the liti¬ 
gation process on the Wahr- 
man road site,” EDS President 
Douglas Wicklund advised last 
week. 

Wicklund predicted that the 
litigation process on the 
planned deepwell project 
could last several more years. 

Austin Marshall, EDS vice 
president, revealed that the 
next major court action will 
come on May 5, when EDS will 
ask Administrative Law Judge 
LaCasse in Lansing to tell the 
state to give EDS permits to 
begin its process of creating a 
deepwell facility at its Citrin 
drive location. 

The action follows a deci¬ 
sion by the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) that in fact de¬ 
nied such a permit, by urging 
EDS to withdraw such an ap¬ 
plication last February. EDS 
did withdraw its request at 
that time. 

Marshall said if the judge 
rules against EDS, his decision 
will be appealed to a county 
court. 

In the meantime, state Rep. 
Ra 3 Tnond Basham (D-Taylor) 
announced last week that he 
will appeal the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency’s de¬ 
cision to issue two commercial 
hazardous waste disposal per¬ 
mits to EDS for the Citrin drive 
site. 

The EPA made its final deci¬ 
sion to grant two commercial 
hazardous well permits to EDS 
on March 18. But EDS needs 
both the EPA and DEQ permits 
to begin such operations. 

“The EPA permit process 
disregards numerous impor¬ 
tant considerations, such as 
company background and the 
need for such a facility,”

Basham stated. “I am disap¬ 
pointed that the EPA would al¬ 
low these projects to move 
forward, but I am not done 
fighting EDS’ plans.” 

Basham added “these waste 


disposal wells are going to be 
built in a residential area and 
even with safety measures in 
place, accidents will happen. 

“We cannot put our groimd- 
water or the health of resi¬ 
dents at risk,” Basham 
continued. “Instead of build¬ 
ing waste wells, we should be 
looking at how to reduce and 
recycle wastes. Congress has 
even said that minimizing 
waste is the best way to reduce 
hazardous waste, but the EPA 
continues to issue these per¬ 
mits.” 

EDS erected a liquid waste 
deepwell site on Wahrman 
road back in 1993, but its oper¬ 
ation was blocked by a circuit 
court judge. Since then the 
court battles have waged on 
between the city and EDS. 

An alternate site on Citrin 
drive was then offered by EDS. 
That too has been tied up in 
litigation since 1993-94.

Take strong stand against redlining 


The City of Inkster has weathered it’s share of 
negativity over the last several years. Yet each time a 
new widely publicized murder, drug bust or racial 
incident occurs, the good people of this city seem to 
shrug it off and continue their efforts to improve 
their neighborhoods. 

One of the latest incidents that doesn’t seem to be 
going away is the now infamous July 17,1997 Chan¬ 
nel 7 feature segment that captures a real estate 
agent on tape telling a potential home buyer that 
“she did not want to live in Inkster because there 
were colored there.’’ 

The comments which were part of an investiga¬ 
tion report on real estate practices in the Detroit 
Metropolitan area, have sparked a class action law¬ 
suit &X)m 40 residents and has the City entertaining 
another suit. We urge full steam ahead on both 
fronts. 

The class action suit was filed by Westland attor¬ 
ney, Leonard Mungo. It names Coldwell Banker 
Prestige Real Estate Inc., Coldwell Banker Earl 
Keim of Dearborn and Red Carpet Keim of Dear¬ 
born. The lawsuit claims these companies are in vio¬ 
lations of Federal Fhir Housing laws. 

Mungo has told this writer on a couple of occa¬ 
sions he doesn’t view his suit as frivolous and 
expects to pursue the alleged injustices perpe¬ 
trated against Inkster with all the vim and 
vigor he can muster. 

The City has discussed similar litigation with 
prominent attorneys. Charfoos and Christiansen 
and is weighing pros and cons as to whether to con¬ 
tract with the law firm to begin an investigation into 
the charges. 

Our suggestion would be to move full steam 
ahead Inkster has long had to deal with prejudices 


conjured by real 
estate agents ad¬ 
vising clients. One 
only has to look at 
the new shopping 
districts and sin¬ 
gle family housing 
developments to 
realize that this City offers good living at extremely 
affordable prices. The City government needs to re¬ 
inforce that by taking a strong position on this latest 
outbreak of public prejudice. Spend some money on 
an investigation and if investigators feel a lawsuit is 
winnable go after it Publicize the heck out of the sit¬ 
uation so that real estate agents and others will real¬ 
ize “redlining” will not be tolerated. And while 
you’re at it let’s educate our neighbors. Let’s let 
them know about all the positive things that are 
happening in Inkster-the new housing, the new com¬ 
mercial developments, etc. etc. 

Congratulations to the Belleville High School 
varsity basketball team. It has been decades since a 
team with only seven victories entered the state bas¬ 
ketball tournament and marched all the way to the 
final game. Readers, Belleville just did it! 

Their Cinderella run was updated in the final 
game by Detroit Central. But, until that loss the 
Tigers had become the most talked-about story in 
high school basketball circles. In our area prognosti¬ 
cators were betting that local powerhouses Romu¬ 
lus and Robichaud might have a shot to win it all, 
but no one gave much hope for 7-13 Belleville. I 
guess John Edwards, C J. Grantham and their team¬ 
mates proved us all wrong They made history and 
for all of us in Belleville, I extend the heartiest of 
congratulations. 




Televise board meeting, not Spanish 101 


The last thing I want to do is sound like a hippie. 
But I must quote the late philosopher E.E Schu¬ 
macher, whose main sin was to become a leading 
counterculture guru during the psychedelic 1960s. 

How this happened, I don’t know, because Schu¬ 
macher was a devout Catholic and strong believer 
in traditional values. Perhaps his role Mahatma 
Gandhi’s economic adviser turned on the hip¬ 
pies. 

Unfortunately his association with the beads and 
sandal crowd marred Schumacher’s reputatioa 

Nevertheless, Schumacher could teach Ply- 
mouth-Canton Superintendent Chuck Little and 
Board of Education President Marie Horvath plenty 
about educatioa 

To these educrats, education is not contained in 
the classroom. It’s something to be determined by 
bureaucrats studying “data,” not by teachers’ class¬ 
room experience. 

To Schumacher, education is the ultimate “diver¬ 
gent problem,” a problem whose solution can’t be 
solved by straight-line logic 

“It demonstrates that life is bigger than logic,” he 
said. 

This is because good education requires a blend 
of opposites, fi^edom and discipline. 

On the one hand, “those who have (or are pre¬ 
sumed to have) knowledge and experience teach, 
and those as yet lack knowledge and experience 
leam. For this process to be effective, authority 
and discipline must be set up.” 

Nothing could be more logical, yet the contrary 


view, that stu¬ 
dents require 
freedom and 
a nurturing 
environment, 
is also true. 

In this view, 

‘the educator is like a good gardenei’. whose func¬ 
tion is to make available healthy teilile soil in which 
a young plant can grow strong roots; through these it 
will extract the nutrients it requires. The young 
plant [or student] will develop in accordance with its 
own laws of being... and will develop best when it 
has the greatest possible freedom to choose exactly 
the nutrients it needs.” 

The rub is that both views are true and false. 
More and more discipline leads to a prison. More 

and more freedom leads to a jungle. 

So linear logic has no place. 

The solution? It’s not logical. It’s what good 
teachers instinctively know: that higher order 
facilities - “love, empathy, participation mystique, 
understanding, compassion” - are required to 
reconcile freedom with discipline. 

Fortunately these qualities are present in good 
teachers, and enable classroom instruction to flour¬ 
ish. 

However, these qualities are not present in the 
data that the Superintendent and Board President 
pour over Because the pair of educators rely on one 
dimensional data instead of good teachers, they’ve 
blinded themselves to concocting a scheme to re-

Brewing democracy in Wayne

As council members Shirley 
Powser and Robert Dickerson 
slug it out within the walls of the 
Wayne city council chambers, we 
are getting a glimpse of why 
America has the best political sys¬ 
tem in the world. 

Folks, despite what it may look 
like (two children bickering 
comes to mind), this is democracy 
at work And, as we all can plainly 
see, democracy ain’t always pret¬ 
ty. 

Let’s face it, people don’t al¬ 
ways agree. In fact, they seldom 
do. In many countries, that very 
fact means political chaos, or 
even civil war 

Here in the United States, both 
on a national scale, as well as a lo¬ 
cal one, it means a little public de¬ 
bate, even if it gets heated at 
times, as we see in the case of 
Dickerson and Powser. 

It is obvious the two council 
members have different philoso¬ 
phies on how government should 
be run and what purpose it 
serves. That much is clear 

Powser is a populist, through 
and through. Her words and ac¬ 
tions are always guided by how 
she thinks the taxpayers will re¬ 
spond (and subsequently vote). 
“We handle taxpayers’ money. 
And that’s who I’m 

looking out for,” Powser has 
said. 

Dickerson, on the other hand, 
claims he is every bit as much 
concerned about his community, 
but sometimes that means mak¬ 
ing decisions that not everybody 
is going to agree with. He also 
sees the practicality of the 
almighty dollar, which corpora¬ 
tions such as Ford Motor Co. and 
Blockbuster bring to the city. And 
sometimes that means overlook¬ 
ing some issues. 

Both individuals are fairly out¬ 
spoken, and stick to their guns. 
That means sooner or later, thei’e 
are going to be disagreements. 
All it took was a certain issue to 
bring their differences to a head. 
And the issue they chose is a 
dandy. 

Patrick Norton, a former 
Wayne mayor, was sold a prime 
piece of city propeiiy. The sale 
was approved by the council, 
Powser’s being the only vote 


against Norton is not building a 
home on the site thou^. You see, 
he is a developer, which means he 
is in the business of making mon¬ 
ey. 

That’s no secret All business 
people try to make money. Yet, it 
is difficult not to see some type of 
conflict of interest in the pur¬ 
chase. 

When a former city official is 
able to obtain prime lands, one’s 
eye must give a second glance. 

Dickerson defends the sale, ex¬ 
plaining the $3 million develop¬ 
ment Norton is going to construct 
will fill the city’s coffers for many 
years to come. A fact that will 
benefit everyone in the communi¬ 
ty 

Powser took exception to the 
sale, believing the council sold 
the land prematurely, without ful¬ 
ly examining the city’s past deal¬ 
ings on the property. In her 
judgement, the council simply 
saw the $ signs and jumped. 

She was voted down, but has 
been persistent in her crusade to 
stop the sale, despite the council’s 
overall approval. She has made 
several requests of the city staff to 
get her past documents of the 
city’s handling of the property. 

Dickerson saw these requests 
as her way of putting on the 
gloves, and declaring battle. 
Something he did not shy away 
from. At the council meeting on 
Feb. 17, he came out swinging. 
He publicly denounced Powser’s 
actions, declaring she “was going 
behind the backs” of other coun¬ 
cil members and wasting their 
time. He also said he believed 
she “distrusted” government His 
attack became personal at times. 
He even went so far as to threaten 
to have Powser censured if her re¬ 
quests did not halt In his eyes, it 
was time to move on to more 
pressing issues, and to put the 
sale in the past 

The rest of the council, by evi¬ 
dence of their silence, seemed to 
be backing Dickerson in the fight 
Not one of them said anything to 
stop his tirade against Powser, 
even after it became personal, un¬ 
til it had gone on for several min¬ 
utes. By their inaction, tliey are • 
accepting his premise, which may 
prove Powser’s charges are 
groundless. A vote of six to one is 
fairly ovewhelming. 


Still, his threat of censuring 
Powser is a serious charge that 
should not be ignored. Fortunate¬ 
ly, it wasn't Many of the city’s res- 
idents showed up at the next 
meeting to question Dickerson’s 
motives. A letter was also 

written by a group labeling 
themselves “Very Concerned Citi¬ 
zens,” which lambasted Dicker- 
son for his personal attack 

“I too am concerned, as a tax¬ 
payer, when I begin to see a pat¬ 
tern,” said one city resident “I 
am really surprised at Mr. Dicker¬ 
son’s comments, because I too 
have observed what I see as Mrs. 
Powser being frozen out on a 
number of issues. She is an office 
holder. She is entitled to whatev¬ 
er documents she requests, 
whether it takes up staff time or 
not” 

Even though Dickerson was 
visibly upset about the opposition, 
he must see that this is how 
democracy works. Elected offi¬ 
cials don’t always do what is ri^t 
Does anyone remember Richard 
Nixon? At the same time, we as 
responsible citizens just can’t sit 
at home and complain about tlieir 
performance. For democracy to 
truly function, we have to partici¬ 
pate. We 

have to write letters to the city 
council. We have to show up at 
council meetings and show our 
disapproval, or support The fact 
is, no public official can duck an 
angry constituency when it ap¬ 
plies enou^ pressure. 

This is what is happening in 
the city of Wayne. And I think it’s 
great You see, democracy has one 
of the best built in self-correcting 
mechanisms. 

It’s called the vote. 

The letter from the citizens 
which was read aloud at the 
March 3 city council meeting con¬ 
tained some of the best advice 
I’ve ever heard. 

Although it was addressed to 
Dickerson, it applies to any elect¬ 
ed official anywhere. 

“Remember, you work for all 
the people, not just those that vot¬ 
ed you in ... I think you should 
concern yourself with the voters. 
We put you in and we can take 
you out,” the letter stated. 

Come next election, we will 
know whose philosophy the peo¬ 
ple agree with.

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Wayne and 
Westland needs 
a half-way house 

To the editor: 

As a 50 year resident with 
children and grandchildren 
living and attending schools in 
Wayne and Westland, I am con¬ 
cerned for the growth and 
safety of our community. Nine 
years I have been a volunteer 
in this area helping the needy 
and the homeless and have 
seen and learned a lot. 

Recently, a half-way house 
proposed near Michigan Ave¬ 
nue and Henry Ruff was 
turned down due to protests of 
concerned citizens. I was con¬ 
cerned too because it was for 
convicts from all over Wayne 
County to be dumped into our 
community! However, our con¬ 
cerned citizens need to be ed¬ 
ucated to the fact that more 
and more men and women are 
paroled and come back to walk 
the streets of Wayne and West- 
land. They return to the area 
they feel familiar with in 
hopes of starting over, but most 
return to prison due to repeat 
offenses. After months of doors 
closed to them, stress and frus¬ 
tration force these people 
back to violence and crime. In 
most cases families, friends, 
spouses and children have left 
them. Even if they have a home 
to go to, they become deeply 
depressed and a disappoint¬ 
ment to the family because 
they cannot find a job to sup¬ 
port themselves. 

The need is so great-- 
warming centers and shelters 
are so badly needed that 
MSHDA and 26 other organiza¬ 
tions are getting together, con¬ 
tacting hotels for 2 week 
intervals to provide temporary 
shelter-but where does the ex- 
con go from there when no one 
will hire them? 

There is and has been a very 
definite “missing” link in our 
social structure. That link is- 
turning men and women who 
have been in prison and paid 
their dept to society back into 
productive citizens in our com¬ 
munity. A person incarcerated 
6-10 years or more and school 
drop outs are like Rip-Van- 
Winkle! What do they know of 


science, technology, me¬ 
chanics, computers, the inter¬ 
net?? With backgrounds of 
drug and alcohol abuse, break¬ 
ing and entering, stealing, as¬ 
sault and battery - would you 
hire them into your business 
place? 

I am proud of our libraries 
and parks, but we need to ad¬ 
dress a greater need. I suggest 
a NEW-LIFE building be con- 
structed in our Wayne- 
Westland community, by our 
Wayne-Westland community, 
for our Wayne-Westland com¬ 
munity. For parolees who were 
residents of Wayne & Westland 
only. The Police Dept, should 
be notified when a person is 
paroled to our cities and be 
taken directly to this shelter 
with restrictions and rules to 
be followed to protect the com¬ 
munity. Employers and the 
shelter should work together 
to have specific jobs available 
to each one who enters. Jobs 
such as construction, road re¬ 
pairs, auto mechanic training, 
factory jobs, etc. Until they 
prove themselves competent, 
we cannon give them jobs 
around our school children, el¬ 
derly in nursing homes or 
businesses where material 
goods and cash are tempta¬ 
tions.

Like the playoff season, Be¬ 
lleville junior guard John Ed¬ 
wards’ at- buzzer-basket 
Friday afternoon from the cor¬ 
ner against a highly- favored 
Flint Northwestern team was 
“unbelievable”. 

“Unbelievable because it 
also came in the wake of an¬ 
other last-shot victory, this one 
against Kalamazoo Loy-Norris 
in the state quarterfinals. 

Edwards’ trey lifted Be¬ 
lleville to a stunning 65-62 vic¬ 
tory over Flint in the semifinal 
round of the Class A state 
championship. 

The victory moved Rod 
Fisher’s Tigers into the cham¬ 
pionship round against Detroit 
Central. Central had earlier 
disposed of Detroit Finney to 
qualify for the championship 
round. 

You don’t come-from- 
behind to beat teams, like 
Flint Northwestern. It just 
isn’t done. 

But, if you’re Belleville, you 
do. 

Like his teammate C. J. 
Grantham, John Edwards’ bas¬ 
ket was mind- boggling. 

Edwards shocked North¬ 
western with his comer shot 
that seemed to be suspended 
in air for minutes after the ball 
left his hands before it fell into 
the net for the winning basket. 

The shot was greeted with 
cheers by hundreds of Be¬ 
lleville fans who sat at the 
edge of their seats for the final 
eight minutes of another thrill¬ 
ing game. 

“It was an incredible basket 
and another incredible, unbe¬ 
lievable victory for us,” said 


sentimental favorites with 
their first state runners-up tro¬ 
phy in basketball. 

“It was an incredible post¬ 
season,” said coach Rod 
Fisher, sweating profusely af¬ 
ter the championship game. 
“No one believed that we 
would be here. But these kids 
believed. I believed. And the 
fans believed.

Belleville had lost 13 games 
and won seven during the reg¬ 
ular season before their in¬ 
credible playoff series.

Belleville answered with its 
own perimeter gunners - C. J. 
was the first to connect for a 
three-pointer, followed by 
John Edwards and with three 
minutes left in the opening pe¬ 
riod, the Tigers trailed by one 
(7-6). Torbert’s trey answered 
by Belleville’s Spencer Lewis 
and Kevin Edwards’ first bas¬ 
ket tied the game at 10. 

Kevin Edwards had and op¬ 
portunity to give the Tigers 
their first lead, but missed a 


J. Grantham scored the first 
basket of the game when he 
drove through the middle of 
the Central defense and 
scored on an hard-earned 
layup. Darling had given Cen¬ 
tral a 1-0 lead with one of two 
free throws, courtesy of Be¬ 
lleville center Ryan Szyndlar’s 
personal foul.
